But despite their changed atti- 
tude, the Soviets still “regard the 
family as an instrument of their 
ower, as a cog in their totalitar- 
ian power machine,” Dr. Gurian

The Catholic editor was one of 
the featured speakers at the 20th 
annual convention of the National 
Catholic Conference on Family 
Life held here. His. topic was 
“The Family Behind ‘the [ron Cur- 
tain.” The convention was spon- 
sored by the Family Life Bureau 
of the National Catholic Welfare 
Conference, with the cooperation 
of the Lay Organizations and the 
Youth Department of the N.C. 
W.C. : 

Dr. Gurian recalled that in 1917 
when the Bolshevik-communists of 
Lenin came to power in Russia, 
the government issued new regu- 
lations on marriage.

Notre Dame — The battle for 
the minds of the young people in 
Japanese universities is told by 
Gertrude Fujita, senior student at 
St. Mary’s College. Gertrude was 
a student at Japan’s Women’s 
university in Tokyo and saw this 
struggle between communism and 
influence the 
minds of university students. 

The struggle was most intense 
at Tokyo Imperial university. 
“After the war,” she said, “the 
American forces freed many com- 
munists from prison. The intellect- 
uals of this group got many im- 

ortant college posts. In the col- 
ege they took advantage of the 
depressed feelings of the Japan- 
ese youth after the war to spread 
communism.” 

Soon after, the MacArthur gov- 
ernment tried to expell all com- 
munist professors from Japanese 
universities. This plan worked 
everywhere but in the Tokyo Im- 
perial university. 

Balked at Order 

“This university balked at the 
government order,” she said, “on 
the grounds that it interfered with 


their academic freedom. Many 
Japanese sympathized with the 
university. Not that the people 


like communism, but the Japan- 
ese admire Tokyo university be- 
cause it refused the emperor’s or- 
der during the war to. spread 
Shintoism.” 

' In this way the university be- 
came a battleground, with strong 
student movements—on--both sides. 
“The economic department was 
mostly red and greatly influenced 
the other departments. But the 
philosophy and theology depart- 
ments brought heated opposition,” 
she said. “Many Catholic priests 
and laymen came to the university 
as guest lecturers and did out- 
standing work. Their influence 
was not so much through the 


teaching of religion but by their | 


firm grasp of other fields, espec- 
jlally literature, history, and soci- 
ology.” 

Gertrude says her friends at 
home write that this struggle be- 
tween Christianity and commun- 
ism still goes on. 

Liberal Policy Helps

When Christ told the Apostles 
that certain evil spirits could not 
be ejected except by prayer and 
fasting, He indicated the power 
that such voluntary acts have.

Three times during the Civil 
War Abraham Lincoln called on 


the American people, a multitude 


of whom were not attached to any 
church, to observe a day of “pub- 
humiliation, prayer and fast- 
ng.” 
His first Proclamation was is- 
sued on August 12, 1861, in which 
he asked Americans “to bow in 
humble submission to God’s chast- 
isements, to confess and deplore 
their sins and transgressions into 
full conviction that the ‘fear of the 
Lord is the beginning of wisdom’; 
and to pray with all fervor and 
contrition for the pardon of their 
past offenses and for a blessing 
upon all their present and pros- 
pective actions.” 

Other very beautiful sentiments 
of repentance and amendment of 


5 life are contained in that Procla- 


mation. 

Eighteen months lIater, on 
March’ 30, 1863, he issued another 
Proclamation setting aside the

In August, 1864, Lincoln issued 
a similar Proclamation filled with 
beautiful Lenten sentiments, which 


closed with these words: “I do

religious and closed with these 
words: “I do hereby invite and re- 
uest the heads of the Executive 
partment of the Government, 
ogether with all legislators, all 
judges, and magistrates, and all 
other persons exefcising authority 
in the land, whether civil, military 
or naval, and all soldiers, seamen 
and marines in the national ser- 
e, and all other law-abiding 
‘people of the United States ... to 
render to the Almighty and Merci- 
ful Ruler of the universe such 
homage and such contrition and to 
offer to Him such supplications as 
the Congress of the United States 
have in their aforesaid resolution, 
so solemnly, so earnestly and so 
reverently recommended.” 

All three Proclamations were 
requested by the entire Congress, 
which showed that they were far 
less secular-minded than we of 
this generation are. 

The President noted in his Pro- 
lamation of March 30, 1863: “In- 
asmuch as we know that by His 
divine law, nations like individuals 
are subjected to punishments and 
chastisements in this world, and 
that the awful calamity of civil 
war which now desolates the land 
may be but a punishment inflicted 
upon us for our presumptuous 
sins, to the needful end of our na- | 
tional reformation as a whole’ 
people.”
